The number of candidates, elimi- 
nations or planned candidate visits 
to campus remains unknown, Uhlen- 
kamp said. 

The presidential search should end 
in January 2014, but Uhlenkamp said 
that although this is the goal, the on- 
going presidential search is an “or- 
ganic” process in which the timeline 
is determined by the careful selection

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Surfing professor retires after 46 years of teaching 


Tom Gibbons started 
CSULB’s surfing 
program.

Cal State Long Beach surfing profes- 
sor Tom Gibbons was 13 years old when 
he first grabbed a surfboard off the 
coast of Seal Beach. He’s been hooked 
on ocean waters ever since. 

Throughout the six decades after rid- 
ing his first wave, Gibbons taught thou- 
sands of students over the course of his 
46-year career as an educator and left 
his name etched in Huntington Beach’s 
Surfing Walk of Fame. 

Now, the 71-year-old Gibbons has an- 
nounced that he is retiring at the end of 
fall semester to pursue other life goals. 

“For my 70th birthday, I wanted to 
row across the channel from Catalina to 
San Pedro, but I wasn’t quite ready yet,” 
Gibbons said. “I’ll be working at that, 


but also [I’m retiring] to spend time 
with my wife, daughter, grandchildren, 
my two yellow Labradors ... and my 
adopted home in Catalina.” 

Gibbons has taught students at 


middle school, high school and uni- © 


versity levels. He primarily taught 
history in schools throughout Orange 
County and in teacher education de- 
partments at University of California, 
Los Angeles; National University; 
and CSULB. 

Although his academic focus re- 
volves around history, Gibbons always 
found ways to intertwine his passion for 
surfing culture and education. 

In the late ‘70s, he became a found- 
ing member of the National Scholastic 
Surfing Association (NSSA), which 
made surfing an official letterman sport 
in high schools and universities. 

With the establishment of the NSSA, 
surfing athletes began trying out for 
surfing teams. They were required to 
maintain a GPA and could get scholar- 
ships to pursue their education. 

“Surfing had a really negative repu- 
tation back then, and we wanted to im- 
prove the image of the sport,” he said. 
“The NSSA’s goal was to create a na- 
tional team and put the team on a ped-

estal so that younger surfers could look 
up to them as role models instead of the 
negative ‘beach bum’ kind of attitude.” 
Gibbons was president of the NSSA 
for its first two years. Since its estab- 
lishment, surfing world champions like 
Andy Irons, Tom Curren and Bobby 
Martinez have come out of the asso- 
ciation, according to the Huntington 
Beach Surfing Walk of Fame website. 
Gibbons said after he got the oppor- 
tunity to teach surfing at Marina High 
School in Huntington Beach, he worked 
with the chair of the CSULB kinesiol- 


ogy department to start the university’s 
surfing program more than 30 years 
ago. 
Melissa Wheeler, Gibbons’ teaching 
assistant, said she met Gibbons when 
she took his surfing class in 2006. With 
Gibbons’ upcoming retirement, she 
said that CSULB will be losing one of 
its best professors. 

“As much as I’d like to think our 
relationship is special, I think he has 
many relationships like mine and his,” 
Wheeler said. “He’s just that kind of 
guy. He doesn’t know how to be pas- 
sive. He’s always caring with all of his 
students.” 

Gibbons said the most important 
lesson he hopes to leave with his 
surfing students is to maintain re- 
spect for the sport, the ocean and the 
environment. 

“T could have retired 10 or 15 years 
ago, but I just love the sport of surf- 
ing and the students that I work with,” 
Gibbons said. “A surfer is a water per- 
son, and probably more than anything 
else, I enjoy just being around the 
water ... I’m older now and can’t do 
anything like I used to, but I still like 
to row in the ocean. A little salt gets in 
your blood, I guess.”

Members for the TCSP and 
ACTCSP were selected in July, and 
since then, the committees have 
visited campus once to hear from 
faculty, staff and students what 
they would like to see in the next 
president. 

During the committees’ visit, 
attendees said they would like a 
president with a clear vision who is 
an academic and not just a business 
man. 

Campus members can also send 
their input to the search committee 
through a webpage created by the 
CSU, csulb.edu/president/search/.

Obama strives 
to pivot away 
from health 
care woes 


WASHINGTON, D.C. — President 
Barack Obama, stung by the enduring 
controversy over his health care over- 
haul, tried Tuesday to go on the offen- 
sive. Republicans waited with a new 
round of congressional hearings. 

Obama told hundreds of handpicked 
supporters gathered at the White House 
complex that America needed to move 
beyond the health care website to focus 
on the benefits of the law. 

“What’s important for everybody to 
remember is not only that the law has 
already helped millions of people but 
that there are millions more who stand 
to be helped, and we’ve got to make 
sure they know that,” the president said. 
“Our poor execution in the first couple 
months on the website clouded the fact 
that there are a whole bunch of people 
who stand to benefit.” 

Obama, who has seen his approval 
rating plunge to the lowest levels of his 
presidency, will spend the next month 
on a renewed effort to tout the law’s 


benefits. He plans to stress how the 
Affordable Care Act, also known as 
Obamacare, will slow growth in health 
care costs, provide preventative care 
and assist those with pre-existing con- 
ditions. 

Health care is shaping up as a defin- 
ing issue for the two major political par- 
ties as the 2014 campaign year begins. 
Democrats on Capitol Hill, many who 
have begun to worry about the law’s 
impact on next year’s elections, issued 
statements praising Obama’s speech, 
in a show of solidarity. Republicans 
quickly fired back. 

Obama has been dogged in recent 
weeks by problems with the health 
care website, and Tuesday’s event was 
an effort to pivot attention from that 
turmoil. While he did not go as far as 
declaring the website fixed, the presi- 
dent said the administration met its 
goal of making the website usable for 
the vast majority of visitors by the end 
of November. 

More than 1 million people visited 
the website Monday, more than dou- 
bling its typical weekday volume of 
users. Some were asked to return later 
because of the high volume. 

The site, which serves as the portal 
for the federal health insurance market- 
place, can now accommodate 50,000 
simultaneous users and more than 
800,000 daily visitors. Offices expect

a surge this month as people enroll in 
coverage in order to have insurance that 
begins on Jan. 1. 

Obama and Republicans agreed on 
one thing Tuesday: regardless of the 
website’s status, it’s time to move on 
to amore extensive health care de- 
bate. 

The House of Representatives plans 
three separate hearings Wednesday and 
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another Friday on the health care plan. 
Each will be chaired by a veteran Re- 
publican, and each is expected to attract 
hordes of television cameras and social 
media bloggers and tweeters. 

Because such hearings tend to last 
at least three hours each — far longer 
than an Obama event or a press briefing 
by spokesman Jay Carney — such hear- 
ings can dominate the blogosphere for

hours. Tuesday, House Speaker John 
Boehner, R-Ohio, made it clear that the 
party was ready to attack Obamacare 
on several fronts. 

“It’s not just a broken website,” 
he said. “This bill is fundamentally 
flawed, causing people to lose the 
doctor of their choice, causing them 
to lose their health plan. And if that 
wasn’t enough, they’re having to 
pay much higher prices at the same 
time.” 

Republicans have made health care 
emblematic of all that conservatives 
dislike about government, that it’s too 
big, intrusive and expensive, not to 
mention deceptive. 

They seized on a report from the 
Treasury Inspector General for Tax 
Administration that said the Internal 
Revenue Service needs to adhere more 
closely to security, fraud detection 
and risk management controls in its 
oversight of the program that provides 
federal subsidies for people purchasing 
marketplace health coverage. Obama 
was defiant Tuesday. 

“If I’ve got to fight another three 
years to make sure this law works, 
then that’s what I’ll do. That’s what 
we’ll do,” Obama said. “But we’re not 
repealing it as long as I’m president.”

Project Choice hosted a World AIDS ; 


Day event at Cal State Long Beach yes- 
terday to educate students on safe sex, 
reproductive rights and preventing and 


treating HIV/AIDS. 

Project Choice, an off-campus par- 
ent organization that became a student 
organization this year, aims to raise 
awareness about and prevent HIV/ 
AIDS and substance abuse, according 
Rosy Nava, Project Choice president 
and community health education major. 

“Not everybody takes a sex [educa- 
tion] class, so most of us learn our sex 
[education] stuff from TV,” Nava said. 
“We know more myths than actual 
facts.” 

On-campus organizations like Stu- 
dent Health Services and Eta Sigma 
Gamma, as well as off-campus orga- 
nizations such as Planned Parenthood 
and Choice USA, set up booths in the 


University Student Union ballrooms for 
the event. 

At the event, information about the 
on- and off-campus resources were 
available to students, as well as HIV/ 
AIDS testing, free condoms and hands- 
on activities. 

Eta Sigma Gamma had students play 
simple children’s games, like block 
puzzles and stacking rings, while wear- 
ing goggles that simulated alcohol-im- 
paired vision to show how something 
simple can be much more difficult when 
under the influence of alcohol. 

“A lot of people lack awareness and 
education and then [indulge in] risky 
behavior that they don’t know the risks 
of,” said Aaron Lopez, president of Eta 


Sigma Gamma. 

Choice USA challenged attendees to 
call their local government representa- 
tive to raise support for the Real Educa- 
tion for Healthy Youth Act, which calls 
for more comprehensive sexual educa- 
tion. Students who made the call were 
entered into a raffle drawing to win a 
free vibrator. 

Project Choice also hosted a booth 
that demonstrated how to determine 
a condom’s usability by checking for 
holes and expiration dates and how to 
put a condom on properly. 

Nearly all booths at the event gave 
away free condoms and information on 
how to be sexually active in a respon- 
sible way. 


Despite the event’s focus on HIV/ 
AIDS, messages for topics like repro- 
ductive rights were also brought up at 
the event. 

“We believe that anybody that has 
the ability to reproduce should have 
the right over their bodies to things like 
abortion [and] proper sex education, 
and we advocate for gender equity and 
[lesbian, gay, bisexual and transgender 
rights],” said Louie Villarreal, an unde- 
clared freshman and member of Choice 
USA. 

Some students, like junior health sci- 
ence major Jazmin Roshan, said they 
thought the resources offered at the 
event were beneficial. 

“A lot of people don’t have access to 
information like this, so I think if it’s on 
campus, it’s more accessible to them, 
and they can come in and see what it’s 
all about,” Roshan said.

The normally mundane world of 
logistics just got a whole lot more 
interesting. 

On Sunday’s edition of “60 
Minutes,” Amazon CEO Jeff Bezos 
announced his company’s intention 
to have drones ship packages. 

“T know this looks like science 
fiction — it’s not,” Bezos said on “60 
Minutes.” “It will work, and it will 
happen. It’s going to be a lot of fun.” 

Although many logistical details 
have not yet been released, Amazon 
hopes to use its drones to deliver pack- 
ages to customers more quickly than 
through conventional shipping methods. 

Through use of drones, Amazon 

aims to 
deliver 
OuR VIEW _ packages 
that weigh 
less than 
five pounds to customers within 30 
minutes of an order being placed. 

“Putting Prime Air into commer- 
cial use will take some number of - 
years as we advance the technology 
and wait for the necessary FAA rules 
and regulations,” Amazon said in a 
Los Angeles Times article. 

Although the idea of nearly instant 
shipping may sound appealing to 
some, we have many questions about 
Amazon’s bold proposal. 

Our major concern with Amazon 
Prime Air is whether it will be safe 


to fly drones carrying five-pound packages across cities. 
What if a drone falls out of the sky and its package falls on 


someone’s head? 


Five pounds may not be a lot, but the fact that a drone could drop 


something on anyone could be cause for worry. 


Because this technology is so new and innovative, there’s 
no telling how it could disrupt the normal everyday lives of

Iranian nuclear deal could pave way for improved world relations 


While many Americans were busy preparing 
for the Thanksgiving holiday last week, a historic 
pact was reached between Iran and six world 
powers, including the U.S. and China. 

One of the pact’s significant accomplishments 
is that Iran has agreed to stop enriching its ura- 
nium supplies beyond 5 percent, according to the 
New York Times. 

The agreement comes at a time when the 
international community scolded Iran for keeping 
stockpiles of uranium that are enriched at 20 
percent. 

In exchange for Iran’s compliance, the six other 
world powers have agreed to lift some sanctions 
currently placed on Iran, according to Reuters. 

Although this deal is far from perfect, one can 
hope it will lead to a more lasting and definitive 
agreement in the near future. 

According to the New York Times, the pact 
will last for only six months. Negotiators hope to 
make a more comprehensive pact in the-coming 
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months. 

One might think that such a compromise 
involving Iran and six world powers would be 
popular. 

Israeli Prime Minister Benjamin Netanyahu 
publicly disapproved of the deal and called it a 
“historic mistake,” according to the Washington 
Post. 

The problem with stubborn individuals like 
Netanyahu is that they fail to 
understand how compromises 
are reached. 

By its very definition, com- 
promise is a trade-off between two parties that 
often have two completely different objectives. 

Allowing Iran to keep some of its nuclear 
programs is essential if a deal is to be reached in 
any case. 

Punishing Iran continuously and not allowing 
it to retain any of its nuclear programs would be 
regrettable.

Why should Iran be continuously punished? 

The fundamental question regarding the Iran 
nuclear situation is whether the country has a 
right to do as it wants in nuclear matters. 

Should Iran be allowed to develop its nuclear 
program despite international concern? 

The question is a complicated one, albeit. 

In theory, Iran should be allowed to use 
nuclear technology to develop clean energy 
programs. 

Nuclear power is prac- 
ticed in many countries 
throughout the world, 
including the U.S. and France, and Iran is not 
an anomaly. 

Whether it has the right to develop a nuclear 
weapon, however, is unclear. 

Depriving Iran of its autonomous right to use 
nuclear power would be disconcerting. 

In the future, the international community 
must recognize the balance between giving Iran 
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its self-autonomous rights and preventing it from 
possessing the capability of going to war with 
neighboring nations. 

Regardless of what the future may hold, last 
week’s agreement could have many short-term 
advantages. 

For the first time since 1979, it seems as though 
the U.S. and Iran can finally sit down and agree 
with one another on specific issues. 

For two countries that have-had such a poor 
history, this agreement could re-unify two once- 
sparring nations. 

“That diplomacy opened up a new path toward 
a world that is more secure,” President Barack 
Obama said in a New York Times article, “a 
future in which we can verify that Iran’s nuclear 
program is peaceful and that it cannot build a 
nuclear weapon.” 

Let’s hope this peace will last.

33 years gone

Thirty-three years ago today, three members of Led Zep- 
pelin announced to the world that the band was no more. 

“We wish it to be known that the loss of our dear friend, 
and the deep sense of undivided harmony felt by ourselves 
and our manager, have led us to decide that we could not 
continue as we were,” the band said in a statement. 

The announcement followed former Zeppelin drummer 
John Bonham’s death on Sept. 24, 1980. Bonham died of 
asphyxiation as a result of vomiting. He reportedly drank 
nearly 40 shots of vodka before bassist John Paul Jones 
found him dead the following day. 

Although the band only released eight studio albums from 
1969 to 1979, its influence on rock ‘n’ roll is unrivaled. 

While bands like the Beatles and the Who reigned as 
kings of rock ‘n’ roll in the late 1960s, it was Led Zeppelin 
that forever changed the genre. 

As evidenced by songs like “Good Times, Bad Times” 
and “Dazed and Confused” from its self-titled debut al- 
bum, Led Zeppelin helped define the hard-rock genre. 

What was so unusual about Led Zeppelin was that four 
white English males could emulate the blues so beautifully. 

Traditionally reserved to artists like Muddy Waters and 
Robert Johnson, Led Zeppelin helped England re-invent a 
genre of music that long needed innovation. 

Featuring impeccable drum work from Bonham and tight 
bass lines from Jones, Led Zeppelin created one of the finest 
rhythm sections of the 1970s.

Combine that sound with Robert Plant’s ethereal vocals 
and Jimmy Page’s searing guitar solos, and one has a sound 
that is entirely unique. 

As seen with its extravagant logo featuring a symbol for 
each member, Led Zeppelin was the union of four equally 
talented individuals. 

Perhaps only matched by the talent of the Who, Led 
Zeppelin forged a path in rock that many others have un- 
successfully tried to emulate. 

While classic songs like “Stairway to Heaven” and 
“Kashmir” may define Led Zeppelin’s career to some, 
more obscure and unheard of songs like “Since I’ve Been 
Loving You” and “Going to California” illustrate how 
unique the band was at the time. 

One of the band’s most poignant songs was “All My 
Love.” Written for Plant’s 5-year-old son who tragically 
passed away in 1977, “All My Love” dealt with the emo- 
tions he felt at the time. 

“Yours is the cloth, mine is the hand that sews time / his 
is the force that lies within /ours is the fire all the warmth 
we can find / he is a feather in the wind,” Plant sang. 

Although the three surviving members have only reunit- 
ed occasionally, it’s clear the band will live on in the hearts 
of its dedicated fans. 

By some estimates, Led Zeppelin has sold at least 200 
million albums. As the old saying goes, nearly one-fifth of 
a billion people can’t be wrong.

The women’s volleyball program 
at Long Beach State has built quite a 
reputable name over the past three de- 
cades and is usually seen as the team 
to beat in the Big West Conference. 

The last time the 49ers won a 
championship title was in 1998, where 
they also became the first NCAA Di- 
vision I volleyball team to ever finish 
the season undefeated. 

With all the notable mentions, the 
49ers seem to always be expected to 
finish their season on top.
